BRADLAUGH'S LECTURE,
Sripetenpniiin
The Republican Movement in England.

Mr. Charles Bradiaugh lectured last evening in
Steinway Hall before a large snd highly intelligent
audience,

Mr. Bradipugh spoke most effectively on his sub-
Jeet—The Republican Movement in Engiand"—
and no doubt to a less intelligent audience his dis-
comrse would have been taken in to Its fullest ex-
tremity with the greatest relish. He talked ou a
great variety of points under the subjeet of the
Jecture, but his main efforts were evidently lo-
tended to becencentrated upon a comparison be-
tween England and America—especially relerring
to the English opposition to Americam inde-
pendence a hundred years ago and the antipathy
of England during the Southern rebellion to the
North. These were, ol course, ralber
threadbare  subjects, oiten qlonned.
when bhandled  in  a Oourislingly perora.
tional  sort of mapner were calcuisted
to “bring down the house.” Mr. Bradiaugh's
strongest point against the Enghsh aristocracy
was that relative 1o the usage of the jords' ocoupa-
tlon of udeless lands in parks, withough be did
not by any very iorcible argnment show why {\w
ple who owned these parks uight not do as they
pleased wita them, His denunciation of the claims
ol the Honsge of Brunswick to the throne of Eng-
land was good enough, only that, when subjecced l[-;
ve
mueh impeached, and the only merit It had was
that there was no such thing 10 existcoce as the
divine right to rule. Mr. Bradlaurh did not say
who was, even under the existing order ol afulrs,
the King of England, Bot he admitted one very
desuvlate fuct—ibat England was not yet prepared
for & republican form of government, and in #aylug
this he said gbout enough.
